ten minutes at a time. They then fell back 
and let others come to the front,

The men could do nothing at 
all but for the liberal supply of ice and be­ 
water allowed them. They swallow ice 
water by the gallon, and frequently pour 
the same over each other.

Berry, cooling home and 
flndiog out the situation, went to Hor­ 
nellsville. He found his wifegaud asked 
w hether she would go back withshim.or 
intended to go with O'Connor.

son, a young 
man 
aged 17 years. He is going to South Amer­ 
ica. He says that alter be-ing released from 
Auburn Prison he wcut to Bt.

O Con­ 
nor’s share of the spoils was $25,000. With 
this he fled* to Cuba. Ile was followed, 
arrested, brought back, and sentenced to 
ten years in the Joliet Prison.

_ reeding Horses Hew Hay aud Oats. 


flit question w hether horses arc injured 
by * betag lid on uew hay and fresh oats 
h is been m ade a subject of investigation 
by a F rench m ilitary com m ission, who 
ve been experim enting upon ctv airy 
regim ents, 
f oe results ol th e experim ent* 
prove thai the health of the horses was not 
es cut tally injured by uew hay if they re ­ 
ceived the ordinary regulation ration along 
w ith other balder. 
Some anim als were at 
Ut ti rather less active aud more quiet, they 
sweated m ote freely, aud the excrem ent* 
Were som ew hat softened; bal rn a short 
tim e this ceased. In general, the horses ate 
Urn new hay m ore w illingly thau th e old. 
Tnev retained the sam e strength and cor­ 
pulence as before. 
Of one hundred and 
n ay horses from tour to thirteen years old, 
w ith w hich the experting u h were lnstitu 
ted, Ihuty-seveo gained in latue-s, aud 
eighteen In strength and endurance. O nly 
eighteen fest Mesh, and eight lost strength, 
while seventy-nine rem ained unchanged. 
A secoud Series ut experim ents upon one 
hundred and titty hor sea gave the sam e re- 
sulls. Ou the other baud a series ol expert 
m elds Was less successful, here seveniy- 
iour horses (rom four to thirteen years old. 
were fed exclusively with new hay, the 
quantity being increraed until it equaled 
the regulation ration of old hay.^straw and 
oats together.

rial sick ne**, bul a gem ral weakness, fre ­ 
quent sWea»<s loss of appetite, digestion dis­ 
turbed, diarrhea, relaxation of lite muscles, 
wi ariuess, etc. 
The decision of the com - 
missiuu was thai Levy hay c a n ,replace old 
hay in the regular rations w ithout in ju r), 
and perhaps with advantage, but that lo 
teed them exclusively on new hay is in ­ 
jurious l o the h*»H-es. 
Lxperiihehts W’er* 
m ade upou 1.8d0 horses ny feeding Ilium 
on uew oats, and W ereatb nJed with taVdr- 
able re su lt, inasmuch as the.anim als near­ 
ly all increased in bulk an*! strength, tram 
which thecom m t-^lou concluded that uew 
oats can lie substituted lor old oops w ith 
advantage, and hence ii is useless xto wail 
tw o m onths after the harvest before p er­

To start la the South and follow up the 
harvest as its golden wave sweeps north­ 
ward seems rather a novel undertaking, 
and yet It has been successfully carried out 
by one of Janesville's citizens, Mr. W il­ 
liam Butterfield, who has been thus trav­ 
eling in the Interests of Wood s self-binder. 
lie returned to tim city yesterday from 
Minnesota and to-day gave us some tacts 
concerning what he heard and seen in his 
chase after the harvest, starting w ith New 
Mexico and Texas, and following it up, 
passing through the Indian Territory, Kan­ 
sas, Missouri, iowa, Nebraska, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, his business calling him 
constantly into the activities of the harvest 
field, and keeping him amidst ripened 
grain from April to August. 
HIS FIRST POINT WAS TEXAS, 
aud some of the experiences aud sights 
there were deeply interesting, perhaps be­ 
cause so tar distant, aud liecause the habits 
and customs ol that sectiou are less familiar 
to most of those residing in the north. He 
reached there at the opening of the harvest 
early iu April, aud remained about a 
month. 
The acreage is much larger than 
any previous year. 
The State is rapidly 
filling up, there being many old German 
farmers fro Olathe West, who are going in 
there to settle. W hat is known ••mezquite'’ 
tim ber land is being rapidly cleared up. It 
is covered thickly with tim timber, which 
resembles the willow somewhat, with roots 
like the grub oak. 
Then there are the 
prickly pears, and a heavy growth of u n ­ 
derbrush and grass, m aking an entangle- 
im ut which renders it impossible for one 
to sec anything ten lect away. 
The coun­ 
try is what Is known as a hog, wallow, be­ 
ing wavy, but not like rolling prairie.

is terribly tiresome to drive over it.

Is being cleared up, Mexicans being hired 
at |o an acre to grub «t out, and buro it 
ofl. 
The crops on the broken lands are 
abundant, especially the volunteer oats 
which thresh out from 81) to IOO bushels 
per acre.

The Mexicans arc good at 
herding cattle and driving, but are almost 
useless in a harvest field, aud the negroes 
are employed in cotton fields mostly,
